"The  world  we  now  live  in  makes  it  necessary  that  colleges  pro- 
duce men  of  character  and  principle  since  its  safety  cannot  reasonably  be 
entrusted  to  men  merely  of  skill.  Skills  are  neutral  favoring  neither  the 
good  nor  the  evil.  If  this  is  true  it  becomes  promptly  important  to 
identify  what  is  the  factor  present  in  colleges  where  a  peculiar  potency 
for  character  building  exists.  Schools  and  college  best  enhance  this 
potency  when  they  require  the  best  job  in  academic  performance.  The  con- 
ditions conducive  to  high  performance  in  teaching  and  learning  are  exactly 
those  that  are  chiefly  conducive  to  the  development  of  character.  Large  or 
small,  wealthy  or  poor,  each  educational  institution  can  be  such  a  force 
if  it  really  wants  to.  The  principal  determinate  is  the  level  of  student 
performance  expected.  The  sad  part  is  that  on  most  campuses  it  is  low 
and  only  a  few  persons  are  performing  to  full  capacitj'-.  Where  trustees, 
officers,  and  faculty  live  by  the  conviction  that  learning  demands  ex- 
cellence and  nothing  short  of  high  academic  performance  will  be  settled 
for,  teachers  as  well  as  students  will  respond.  This  conviction  more  than 
anything  else  is  the  controlling  influence.  All  other  worthwhile  in- 
gredients of  a  college  experience  flow  from  this,  good  student  performance, 
good  teaching,  the  satisfactory  curriculum  and  effective  religious 
responsibility  and  practice.  Where  there  is  firm  commitment  to  academic 
excellence,  college  courses  gain  meaning  and  relevance  and  students  today 
have  a  greater  concern  for  finding  meaning  in  life  than  this  century 
has  heretofore  seen."
